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NOTES 


Lily varieties are listed alphabetically as nearly 
as possible. All bulbs are full flowering size 
unless specifically stated, that is, they have 
flowered for us in the fields and may be ex- 
pected to bloom for you the first year. Sizes 
vary greatly with different varieties. A few 
seldom produce bulbs larger than a filbert 
while others get as large as a grapefruit. The 
size of the bulb seems to have little to do 
with the size of the bloom. Formosanum, for 
example, seldom produces bulbs as large as 
a walnut but they send up heavy stems and 
flower prodigiously. Except where stated we 
do not sell bulblets or small planting out 
stock.

This is probably the best loved of al! lilies, gorgeously beautfiul, 
the “‘ne plus ultra’’ of the lily world. Flowering this lily, making 
it happy in their garden, is the apex of ambition with thousands of 
home gardeners. And now that American grown, acclimated bulbs 
are readily available, there is no excuse for the millions of failures 
you've suffered with imported bulbs. 


The secret of success with this wonderful lily is planting healthy 
bulbs and getting them in the ground at their naturally dormant 
time in the late fall. In the past not only have all too many of the 
imported bulbs been diseased, but they arrive in this country too 
late for fall planting and, held over in storage, they are so dried out 
by spring, that their chances of survival are very small. 


The last decade has seen hundreds of thousands of disease-free 
Auratums grown here in the Northwest. You can plant them with 
confidence and they reach you, fresh dug in the late fall just when 
they should be planted. 


The Auratum is a very large, bowl-shaped lily, waxy-white, spotted 
crimson, each segment striped with a gold band. Sturdy three to 
eight foot stems carry up to thirty huge blooms when well estab- 
lished, and their fragrance is delightful. By planting the different 
varieties, blooming extends from late July into September and in 
mild sections, even later. They enjoy full sun except in warm sec- 
tions, though blooms last longer in partial shade. A moist soil, 
plenty of humus and good drainage is best, and, this is important, 
DON’T PLANT TOO DEEP. Deep planting courts disaster. Five 
inches of soil above the bulb is enough. This shallower planting 
advice is the result of recent exhaustive tests. 


AURATUM, The Gold Banded Lily—130-Probably the most desired 
of all lilies. Few others are as beautiful. Blooms are very large, 
open bowl-shaped, waxy-white, spotted crimson and each segment 
striped with a central band of gold. Tips of petals are slightly 
recurved, the margins waved. All in all, it is simply exquisite, 
easily the crowning glory of any garden, ‘‘the point-with-pride 
flower’’ of the entire ensemble. Pictures can but poorly portray the

Aurelian Hybrids 


Without doubt, these are the most important of all new 
hybrids. They are a blending of Henryi, Sulphureum, Sar- 
gentiae and various trumpet lilies such as Olympic Hy- 
brids. They come in countless forms (see above), from 
Henryi type to full trumpets with myriads in between. The 
upper left lily is Sulphureum, the upper right, Henryi. 
The others are seedlings. Note the variations. 


Colors vary from yellow and orange to ivory, white and 
almost every shade between. Blooms have good substance, 
plants are sturdy and vigorous. Truly, they are lilies of 
the future, when they will be in every garden. 


Possibilities with seedlings are almost breath taking. Some 
bloom third year. With this parent stock, any green thumb 
gardener will find opportunity unlimited. 


These Aurelians vary in height from 4 to 7 feet. Their 
flowering season is mid-summer though some bloom quite 
late.

Sturdy stems reach 4 to 
6 feet, carrying the large blooms 
beautifully. Will grow in full sun 
but last longer in light shade. 
They flower in July after the 
Regales and last three weeks to 
a month. 


This unusually vigorous, healthy 
and free flowering lily should be 
planted in groups of three to a 
dozen or more, a foot to fifteen 
inches apart. In masses, lilies are 
far more effective than when 
planted singly. A group of 25 
makes a never-to-be-forgotten 
picture.

Centifoliums are perfectly hardy 
to cold but, like the famous Re- 
gale, should be lightly mulched 
to somewhat hold back the spring 
growth and danger of being 
nipped by late frosts.

A MAJESTIC LILY 


GIGANTEUM Himalaicum—350-A maginifi- 
cent lily worthy of any garden that can make 
it feel at home. Much has been written about 
this huge giant of the woodland. Blooming 
stalks grow from six to twelve feet tall with 
ten to twenty great trumpets seven to eight 
inches long. The big fragrant flowers are 
white, tinged with green outside, striped and 
splashed red-purple inside. Unless you have 
actually seen this wonderful lily, it is not 
easy to imagine what a majestic picture it 
makes. 


This majestic lily has been described as being 
tender but we know of its wintering in central 
Minnesota with good protection. And Minne- 
sota winters are not exactly balmy. Too, it 
has proven hardy in northern New York state 
and eastern Massachusetts. In light wood- 
land with properly prepared soil (see below) 
it should be perfectly at home. A little extra 
effort is more than repaid when they bloom. 


This lily grows very differently from most 
kinds. From seed, the bulbs require six or 
seven years to flower and after blooming th2 
old bulb dies and leaves numerous offshoots, 
most of which will flower in three years. We 
suggest you plant this variety in both sizes 
offered and within a year you should have it 
well established and enjoy its magnificent 
bloom every year. The giant size bulbs, as 
large as a good size grapefruit, generally 
bloom the first year. Sometimes they sort of 
“sulk’’ a year while establishing themselves. 


The medium size generally flowers the sec- 
ond year, sometimes, not until the third. But 
from then on you should have practically 
continuous bloom each year by resetting the 
offshoots left by the bulb after flowering. 


Success with this magnificent and most in- 
teresting lily demands a suitable location in 
partial shade where hot sunshine can not 
reach it. Too, the soil must be very well 
filled with humus, ‘’frothy’’, is probably the 
word that best describes the condition needed. 


The bulbs are planted with but an inch of 
soil over the too and they must never want 
for moisture. Good drainage is an absolute 
“must’’. In cold sections give them a mulch 
of evergreen boughs and some peat moss. DO 
NOT mulch with leaves or any material which 
will hold moisture and decay or smother the 
bulb. These bulbs are quite different from 
rnost lily bulbs. If you could cut them open 
in the fall you would find large leaves surpris- 
ingly well developed, lying dormant awaiting 
the call of spring. This bulb needs to sort of 
“breath’’ during the winter and the evergreen 
mulch allows air to reach them even if cov- 
ered with snow. 


We offer this lily in two sizes, a large bulb 
and one of medium size. The large bulbs die 
after flowering but each one leaves a dozen 
or more offsets which may be expected to 
flower the third year. These offsets are not 
disturbed for a year after the big bulbs flower, 
then they may be reset and generally will 
flower the second year. All in all, it is a most 
fascinating variety, not only for its spectacu- 
lar blooms and giant size but for its peculiar 
life habits.

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How tle Succeed With Lilies 


Succeeding with lilies depends in no small measure upon the soil 
conditions and exposure. Soil must be loose and friable. This is 
very easy to provide by adding peat moss or compost. The latter 
must be thoroughly composted. Animal manures are not to be rec- 
ommended unless they are four or five years old and thoroughly 
rotted. The simplest way to condition your soil is by adding peat 
moss, half soil and half peat, thoroughly mixed. Use the horticul- 
tural grade, not the granulated peat. This mixture should be pro- 
vided to a depth of fifteen to eighteen inches. 


Every bulb we send out is carefully labeled with variety name, ex- 
posure most suitable (full sun or partial shade) and the proper 
depth to plant (PD). Catalog descriptions also give this information 
as well as heights and flowering season. This data should aid you 
in properly locating and planting your lilies. 

Your soil should be prepared BEFORE the bulbs come 
to save time and permit planting as soon as they ar- 
rive. If you follow the directions on this page in pre- 
paring the soil, it will take but a few moments to plant. Well prepared

soil can be worked even if it is wet. Ample peat and sand in the 
soil prevent it becoming water logged. 
Shipping Some of the early maturing lilies such as Candidum, 
Season Hansoni and a few others are shipped in late August 
and early September but the great majority of lilies 
mature later and are shipped in October with the Auratums delivered 
in November. We ship as they mature and most orders are sent in 
two or more lots. This is far more costly than sending all in one 
package but we know it gets the bulbs to you in better condition 
and most of them can be planted sooner. 


Early If winter comes early in your section, prepare the 
Winter ground early, mulch very deep to prevent it freezing 
and you can plant the late arrivals O.K. When they 
arrive, the mulch can be removed and the bulbs planted. If they 
freeze up solid right after planting no harm results. 
Delayed Should it be impossible to plant at once when the bulbs 
Planting arrive, leave them unopened in the cellophane bags 
and keep in a cool place, not freezing. Planting at once 
is best but they will keep a reasonable time if not exposed to the 
air or allowed to dry out. If they can not be planted for several 
months it is best to pot them in large containers in soil that is 
just very slightly damp (not bone dry) and store them where they 
will be at a temperature just above freezing, 33° or 34° is best. 
This usually results in root growth but no top growth, a desirable 
condition. When these bulbs are then planted outside, be sure the 


Most lilies prefer protection from 
hot mid-day and afternoon sun, 
that is, partial shade. This is 
very important in warm sections 
where the sun is really hot. 
Neither the partial shade nor the 
soil conditioning is at all diffi- 
cult but if neglected, your 
chances of success are less. Com- 
panion planting is one of the best 
methods of solving this problem. 
The sketch gives you some idea 
of how this may be done. Shade

Good drainage is vital as lilies will not tolerate wet, soggy soil. 
Ample peat in the soil, not only aids drainage but at the same time 
holds a portion of the moisture vital to all lilies. Peat also aerates the 
soil encouraging root growth and bacterial action so helpful to 
plant growth. 


Soil for lilies frequently lacks fertility. This may be in a large 
measure overcome by adding bone meal to that portion of the soil 
below the level of the bulb.

WIRE PLANTING BASKETS 


Gardeners who have been asking about 
the wire planting baskets will be glad to 
learn that they are again available. Too, 
they are made of the same good wire as 
before the war as you will note from the 
sketch. Protect your precious bulbs from 
moles, gophers and such pests, in fact the 
cost of baskets is more than offset by 
losses they eliminate. They are heavily 
galvanized and last for many years. Too, 
wire baskets help protect your valuable 
lilies from being accidentally injured with 
a cultivator. 


We offer them in two sizes, medium and large. These will take 
care of all but the largest jumbo bulbs for which special baskets 
will have to be made. Roots can penetrate through the baskets to 
surrounding soil but pests can not get to the bulbs. Bulbs can be 
planted right in the baskets in the garden work room or basement 
and then carried outside to be set in the prepared locations. The 
baskets should be set with the top of the wire just at the surface 
of the soil.
